In Government, on both sidea between 
' Fort and Vuti s'strcets, there are I L' bus- 
' iness houses "exclusive of the I'ust 
(Jilice," giving eniployinent to at least 
300 persons, and contributing in real 
personal taxes more than §4,400 to the 
civic revenue, representing real property 
to ths value of at least §500,000, to 
which must bo added the capital invest- 
ed in stocks of merchandise in the same 
block, and which cannot be less than 
8100,000, making a total investment of 
nearly one million dollars lor business 
pur|io8es. 

In the hack buaiiiess there arc about 
40 licensed vuhiclea in the city, contribu- 
ting 9400 to the revenue, being less than 
ten per cent, of the aiiimuit .mtributed 
by the business hou.ses, ami leiirc.seiit 
ing a probable total capital of ,i?"J5,000, 
or less than three per cent, of the capital 
invested in the business interesls. The 
above mentioned figures speak for them- 
selves' and comment upon them ia unnee- 
j essary.

prised that the superillleiuleiil nf polie,, 
I iloi'S not etiforee the piMVisiniis ot the 
j by-law, aa it i.s his duly to d,., unless 
otherwise in.slriii.'ted by the eoiiiieil ; anil 
j if they do not iiilend to enforce it they 
' should repeal it, and then the ratepayers 
I can t.ake the nuiiter into their own haiuls 
and apply to the law coiirls for that pro- 
tect ion which is denied to them by the 
iniiiiieipai council. -i i si ici:.

I Florence E. Ililleu, wl.o, up to three 
inonllisago, was the wife of L. E. llillcn 
I of Sacramento, committed suicidu at a 
late hour un Thursday night, by means of 
I poison, - at No. 281 %Iiima street, where 
I she had been living but a short time. 

Mrs. Hillen was a woman a littlo above 
1 the medium height, of slender figure, with 
I dark hair and eyi-s, and a ciumleiiance 
, that was not displeasing. She was a na- 
j tive of Sacriinento and had the benefit of 
i a lirat-c'ass education, tier maiden name 
I was Johnson, and some yeara ago she 
imirrieil Hillen. The match w.as net a 
fortunate lUie, and about live months ago 
she sepaiMtial Ironi him, coming to the 
city, and two imuitha thereafter iditaiiied 
a divorce on thegioiind of cruelly. I^lra. 
llilloii, who was but twenty-four years 
of iige, after her arrival in this city 
formed tho acipiaintonee of one K. M . 
Swain, and4)e met her fre.piently. She 
wiu'ked fiu' a lime in a dressmaking eslah- 
lisliiiieiil. .01 the corner of Dnpoiit and 
Post atrei'ls. A short time since, Swain'a 
wife, who had been absent, returned to 
this city, and this rosulteil in an est rangi>- 
inent on the [lart of Swain and a feeling 
uf jealousy on tho part uf Mrii. Hillen. 
On Tliur-"day niglil Swain wont to the 
h.uis.' at '_'S1 .Minna street t.i deliver a 
cloak to his bcther, .and aa ln' was com - 
ing away was met by iMis Hillen, who 
told him that him I hat she had taken 
poison. lie sent for a physic'aii and then 
went in <|uest of otu' himself, but when 
one was fouiul the Wdinaii was dead. In 
the room was found a bottle thai ciui- 
taine.l ohlorot- rm, but it is in. I kii.iwii 
whether it was with this or other poisiqi 
alie ended her life. In the roiuii was 
also found a diary, in which were a num- 
ber of entries from the 1st ef .laiinary up 
to the IllUh ot that month.

lo theatre wilh Ellis to-night and after- 
wards had sonw refreKliinents; the tirst 
food I hud siiiee Tuesday." I\lrs. Ililleu 
was in desi it ule ein'iimslances and very 
proud; so piMiiil ih.il she woiihl starve be- 
fore sh.' iv.'iil.l let any. .lie know that she 
was in Ilee.l of the i lo. i'ssaries of life. .She 
wasdi iseii to .Miici.lo partly by jealousy 
ami partly by want of means. 

The former huHliand of .Mrs. Hillen was 
notified of her death by telegraph, and he 
arrived in this city last night and pro- 
ceeded to tin- .\I,.r.iue, where he asked to 
he allowed to see llie reiiiaiiis of hia otico 
wife. He was shown into the autopsy- 
r.ioin of the .Morgue, where tho body 
rested i>n a slab. .Ml but the face was 
Covered with a sheet. Ililleu silently ap- 
pro:iclied the b..dy, and with hia right 
hand gently piislu'd fr.uii oil' the face ami 
f.irehcad .'t t he .lead a few locks of hair 
which Were there, lu- the while making a 
atr.mg elbirt to control himself; but in 
this he failed, f.u' the tiuirs, in spite of all 
he could do, rolleil down his cheeks, and 
a friend who accompanied him led him 
away, llo then gave an order for a 
casket and directed that her remains be 
placed ill the Odd T'ellowa' Cemetery in 
this city. — ^S. F. ('.(// lUlli iii.il.

SI NO ut.AU i.Miiscui-:'rioN, 
replied "No, " but that once the principle 
that the land belonged to the province 
was admitted he would at once put in a 
claim for the proceeds of lands already 
disposed of to settlers ;ind to the railway 
companies. "Oh, you will," aaid Sir 
John, "then there is no use in diacnssing 
the matter, further, I cannot ontortain 
such a proposal," and to give emphasis to 
to hia decision.
